There 
has 
been a mo st lamentable lack o f a 
place fo r pu blic gatherings in Ru sh­ 
v ille and when the Rinear bill was 
lirst intro du ced it was po inted o u t 
by many that the measu re, if it be­ 
came a law, might so lv e tlu * pro blem 
in Ru shv ille. 


Fhe hill was intro du ced Febru arv 
3 and referred to the senate co mmit­ 
tee o n cities and to wns. It was re­ 
po rted fav o rably and co ncu rred in 
Febru ary 0 and finally came u p to 
third reading Febru ary 
12. 
was 
amended and passed u nanimo u sly by 
the senate all in the same day . 


It came iq> fo r first reading in the 
ho u se Febru ary 16 and was referr­ 
ed to the co mmittee o n cities and 
to wns. 
ft was repo rted fav o rably 
Febru ary 20 and finally passed last 
week. 
The law will no t be effectiv e 
u ntil the new state laws arc printed 
becau se it co ntains

emergency 
clau se.

week, the Fort Wayne News says— 
and the comment is typical of many 
which have been v.'rilten:

powers upon local officials for the 
control oi'r !i disease which annually 
costs Indiana thousands of lives anil 
millions of dollars in 
money.
